Washington, November 29.—Upon 
the existence of an American merchant 
marine depends the value of the Pan- 
ama canal to this country, in the opin- 
ion of Colonel William L. Siebert, U.

Tribute to Organist. 

“Mr. Kraft was born in New Haven, 
Conn., in 1883. When a, little lad, he 
discovered a small organ lying in dis- 
use while prowling about his father’s 
garret one day, and secretly brought 
it down to the parlor in sections, but 
in erection was prevented by his moth- 
er’s German ideas about neat house- 
keeping. ‘Me often speaks with regret 
of the many hours of valyable prac- 
tice this refused him. 

“He went to Berlin in 
first vear, studying the German clas- 
sics under Prof. Franz Grunicks and 
Edear Sillman Kelley,-the American 
artist residing in Berlin. Later he 
went to Paris to derive the advantages 
of instruction under Alexander Gnuil- 
mant and Charles Marie Widor. In 
both musical centers Mr. Kraft fre- 
quently appeared in recitals which at- 
tracted the notice of European mas- 
ters to this youthful exponent of 
dividualism. ; 

“In 1909 he was awarded the degree 
of Fellow of the American Guild of 
Organists, the highest degree offered 
by that society.

Topping For Market. 

The breeding of cattle is one indus- 
tex and the feeding of cattle another, 
althaugh each ig allied to the other. 
Often Wre man who produces cattle 
sells them to the man who is willing 
to wait for his profit, and the latter 
takes them over, markets feed through 
them and when they are in top condi- 
tion for market reaps the profit. 

That is the side of the industry that 
appealed to Judge Harbin. He saw, 
too, that cattle handled in this way 
offered big gain in their faculty for 
bringing up poor lands. Manure is 
among the best reclaimers known of 
lands that have gone st&le from over- 
use. While vou feed your cattle for 
a profit, you are incfeasing the value 
of your land for a profit. The propo- 
sition cuts both ways, for the man who 
is wise enough to take advantage of 
the situation. Judve Harbin possessed 
that sort of wisdom. 


What He Did. 


He has a long set of ledger figures 
to demonstrate his profit in the feed- 
ing business. The best guide is from 
his own conversation. “Take one in- 
stance,’”’ he said. “A 150-acre farm in 
Gordon county, three miles from Cal- 
houn in 1911, rented for ‘$3900. The 
next vear the rent rose to $1,000, a 
jump of a‘ good deal more than 300 
per cent.

CONVICTS ACCUSATIONS 
DENIED IN GWINNETT 


It Is Claimed Their Statements 
Were Merely Excuse for 
Trying to Escape. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., November 20.— 
(Speciai.)—When seen by a Constitu- 
tion correspondent Saturday morning 
Commissioner John H. Britt, who has 
charge.of the white convicts in Gwin- 
nett county, stated that there was posi- 
tively no truth in the statements made 
by Will E. Lee and Jack Pollard, es- 
caped convicts, upon their arrest in At- 
lanta Friday_ morning.

| PLAN NEW CIRCUIT. 


Turner, Worth, Colquitt and 
Tift Counties in It. 


Tifton, Ga.. November 29.—(Special.) 
It is probable that the next general as- 
sembly will be asked to create a new 
judicial circuit in South Georgia by 
taking the counties of Turner and 
Worth from the Albany circuit and 
the counties of Colquitt and Tift from 
the Southern circuit. Both these cir- 
cuits are already large, and recent 
legislation, which abolished the city 
courts:of Sylvester and Moultrie and 
provided for four quarterly terms of 
two weeks each for the superior courts 
of Worth and Colquitt has added to 
the work of the presiding judges until 
they have practically no vacation 
period. 

The time of the Southern circuit was 
already so well filled when the new

county of Tift was created eight vears 
ago that the spring term of Tift su- 
perior court was fixed for July and 
the fall term for December. Since 
of the city courts have been 
abolished it has ‘been necessary to hold 
adjourned terms of superior court to 
dispose of the Htigation and the judges 
have had difficulty in finding weeks not 
already rovided for in which these 
adjourned terms could be held. 
Movements are already on foot to

The recent change in the judge- 
ship of the Albany circuit leads many 
to think that now is an auspicious 
time to advocate a change in that cir- 
cuit. The people of Tift and Colquitt 
would regret to lose the services of 
Judge Thomas, but they realize the 
heavy work the large circuit is put- 
ting on him and that it will not be 
many years before he is called to a 
higher position.

WE KNOW now why Mr. Maddox rec- 
ommends real estate as an invest- 
ment. Suppose he wanted to convert 
something into cash right now. Glanc- 
ing through the list of stocks and 
bonds he finds that they have all gone 
down. Stocks formerly listed at 150, 
now bring 104%: bonds Listed at 110, 
now brine $0. How about the corner 
of Peachtree and Ellis? Suppose he 
wanted something he could really con- 
vert right quick.

The cut shows a new device recently 
patented for the protection of trains 
from rear-end collisions. 

A lamp of powerful reflecting power 
is placed on the stoop of the rear 
coach and so arranged as to give 
warning to following trains for a dis- 
tance of about two miles, regardless 
of curves, cuts, or timberland 

The intention is to place one of 
these lamps on the rear end of each 
train that is liable to be operated 
after dark. The lamp is to be lighted 
from the same source as the lights in 
the coaches, This then enables the 
engineman on a following train to see 
the warning in ample time to avert a 
collision.

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Vernon Wallace, Leading Man, 
Was Once Local Office Boy 


Fourteen years ago Vernon Wallace 
was office boy for an Atlanta newspa- 
per. Today he is leading man with 
the Jewell Kelley company, which is 
Playing at the Bijou theater. And 
while fourteen years seems a long 
j time it doesn’t appear to have made 
even a dent in Mr. Wallace’s youth- 
fulness. 

He's had lots of experience in his 
profession since he left Atlanta and 
this is his first appearance in his 
home town as a professional actor: 
For six years he played in and around 
New York, and a metropolitan engage- 
ment is one of the things which actors, 
be they young or old, look forward to 
with mingled feelings of pride and 


elation. 

Since he left Atlanta, Mr. Wallace 
has been with Viola Allen in 1‘The 
White Sister,” Maclyn Arbuckle in 


“The Round Up,” and a dozen other 
big companies. He also has had con- 
siderable experience in the ‘‘movies.” 

It was while working for an Atlanta 
paper that he heard the call of the 
footlights.

THE Ww. Cc. Te U. AND WOMAN SUF- 
FRAGE. 


I was disappointed in finding the 
two columns devoted by The Atlanta 
Constitution to the woman's suffrage 
department filled last Sunday by some- 
thing entirely foreign to that most in- 
teresting subject. 

Inquiring, I learned that the office 
cat, the gopher or some other equally 
responsible body, had disposed of my 
Sunday’s message to the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union of Geor- 
gia. The W. C. T. U. in the ten free 
states, and in the territory of Alaska, 
have accomplished a great work in 
aiding the woman suffragists to secure 
the ballot for the women, regardless 
of “race, color or previous conditions 
of servitude.” 

I reminded them that Rosalind, the 
Countess of Carlisle, president of the 
world’s W. C. . U. has all along 
avowed her belief in the right, the 
justice and expediency of giving the 
ballot to all women, and of her daugh- 
ter, who represented her noble mother 
at the ninth triennial convention of 
the World’s Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union, held at Brooklyn, N. Y., 
October 23-28, 1913, and also of the 
Hon. Jeffrey Howard, son of the Count- 
ess of Carlisle, who had come over to 
America with his sister to show how 
he honored his mother and sister and 
the great cause which they represent 
as officers of the world W. C. T. U. 
He said, “The work you are carrying 
on in this country is absolutely in 
common with that which we in our 
politics are trying to put through in 
our country,” etc. 

I told them of the franchise demon- 
stration which showed the progress of 
“Votes for Women” in foreign coun- 
tries, how Rev. Anna Howard Shaw, 
president of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association, and Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the 
International Woman Suffrage associa- 


tion (both of them prominent women 
in the national W. C. T. U.), made 
strong speeches in favor of ° equal 


rights for women. But I did not tell 
them that our own Mary Harris Armor, 
whom Mrs. Lilllan M. W. Stevens, pres- 
ident of the national W. C. T. U., in- 
troduced to the vast audience as “The 
Georgia breeze and cyclone,” and how 
OUR MARY excelled them all in mak- 
ing a strong and convincing speech in 
favor of woman suffrage. 

Mrs. Armor is a member of the 
Georgia Woman's Suffrage association 
and it is not impossible that she will 
do telling work for the enfranchise- 
ment of the women of Georgia in the 
very near future. Very soon The 
Union Signal will give a report of that 
marvelous suffrage speech of Mrs. 
Armor’s and I hope all our women will 
read it carefully. 


Suffrage at the Convention. 


Time was when the words “woman 
suffrage’ were not to be mentioned in 
a W. Cc. T. U. convention in Georgia. 
Not so today. The women are getting 
used to the sound and do not “shy” 
as in former years.

Voting at Home. 

The new election laws of Wisconsin 
and South Dakota have spiked one 
anti-suffrage gun inasmuch as they 
provide for the mailing of ballots by 
men unable to go to the polls. Men 
physically. unable to go to the polls 
certainly cannot go to war, as the op- 


ponents of woman suffrage claim all 


voters should be able to do. In fact, 
two guns are spiked, for if voting by 
mail is legal, mother can register her 
will without leaving either the baby 
or the baking. 


Suffrage Situation tn Canada. 

Woman suffrage is making progress 
in Canada. Four years ago the Ca- 
nadian: press was practically closed to 
the question of suffrage. Today there 
are few, if any, Canadian papers which 
do not discuss it. AS a measure of the 
rising tide of discussion all over the 
Dominion, the formation of an anti-suf- 
frage society in Toronto Is significant. 
Toronto has six suffrage associations. 
Ottawa, Fort William and Port Arthur 
each have Hve societies and several 
other places itn Ontario have the be- 
ginnings of such. In Vancouver, Vic- 
torla and New Westminster, the marri- 
age disqualification for the municipal 
franchise has been removed. Woman 
suffrage bills were during the last ses- 
sion before all the provincial parlia- 
ments of Canada, except in Quebec, 
where the existence of two nationalities 
makes the work difficult. 

Teacher-Mothers and Vother-Voters. 

The court decision in the case of Mrs. 
Bridget. Peixotto, a teacher-mother, re- 
quiring her reinstatement in the 
schools, invalidates the ruling of the 
New York city board of education that 
a married woman teacher shall be dis- 
missed after absence on account of the 
birth of a child. As Mrs. Beatrice 
Forbes Robertson Hale observed: “If 
absence is permissible on account of 
nervous prostration, it should be per- 
missible for maternity, since as be- 
tween a convalescent neurasthenic and 
a healthy mother as a daily companion 
for the school children the choice would 
seem clear.”

DID PETER |. DESERVE THE NAME OF “GREAT?” 


When Ivan of Russia died, “suddenly,” 
in 1696, leaving two minor daughters and 
no sons, his brother, Peter, proclaimed him- 
self czar.” His administration of the office 
of the greatest autocrat in Europe is a study 
that historians have found a great difficulty 
in attempting, to solve and properly dis- 
sect. The official historians of Russia have 
given him the title of “The Great” and they 
have .been followed by many historians of 
other countries, until the thoughtless will 
imagine that he is entitled to that distinc- 
tion. One of the independent Russian writ- 
ers said that they had forgotten to add that 
the qualification “great” should be followed 
by “scoundrel,” and that only for the sake 
of brevity he was called “great.” 

That sarcastic remark, many historians 
believe, is so well founded that it is im- 
possible to understand how some. people have 
been able to concede to Peter any merits as 
a civilizer. According to his centempora- 
ries Peter traveled, studied and civilized his 
country! But in the eighteenth century the 
German countries, in which Peter spent most 
of his time, had very few eleménts of cul- 
ture. The truth is that Peter did not care 
in the slightest for spreading true civiliza- 
tion in his country, and all he wanted was 
to make autocracy firm and lasting. 

Peter’s reforms began by rooting up the 
republican idea which had then a firm hold 
on the people. He abolished the election 
of officials and judges: introduced division 
into castes; originated fourteen classes of 
officials; violated the freedom of the church 
by abolishing the authority of the patriarch 
and substituted a synod controlled by the 
cZars. Finally he crowned his efforts as 
a civilizer and reformer by making the peas- 
ants slaves to the noblemen. 

These civilizing propensities were appre- 
ciated by Peter's subjects so much that the 
big bell, which used to ring for the gather- 
ing of the Dumas in Moscow, resounded & 
alarm. Peter quenched the rebellion in a 
sea of blood. Because Peter objected to 
the wearing of long beards and of jack- 
boots, and his subjects dared to resent, 8,000 
of them were sentenced to death. The czar’s 
ministers competed for the prize as to which 
should execute the greatest number, and it 
was won by the czar’s favorite, Menshikov.
